Following our Opening Night Banquet at 6 p.m. in 
the Dining Hall, Bread Loaf Director Jim Maddox and 
Middlebury College President John McCardell will 
officially open the 78th session of the School of English 
and introduce the members of this summer's distin- 
guished faculty. The general address will take place in 
the Burgess Meredith Theater at 7:30 p.m. A reception, 
replete with refreshments, will follow in the Barn. 


Registration Relegation 

All students should venture off to visit to Elaine Hall 
in the Bread Loaf Office (in the back of the Inn) between 
9 and 4 today to ensure accurate course registration and 
billing. A representative from the Middlebury Account- 
ing and Financial Aid offices will be on hand in the 
adjoining Blue Parlor, where additional registration 
materials (vehicle cards, health forms, etc.) will be 
handled. If you need to make a change in your current 
course schedule, you should check with Elaine ASAP. 


Ego-Boosting I.D.'s 

Middlebury College requires all students, faculty, 
and staff to procure prestigious picture I.D. cards for 
entrance to certain College facilities downtown. Bar 
codes will also be affixed to the laminated cards so that 
materials may be checked out of the library. Pictures 
will be taken and I.D.’s distributed upstairs at Davison 
Library from 8 until 4 tomorrow (Wednesday). This is 
your one and only opportunity for photographic ego- 
fulfillment here on the Mountain, so be sure to look 
fabulous for your first day of classes. If you miss this 
chance, you’ П have to travel downtown to Middlebury's 
Campus Security office to get your I.D. 


The Bread Loaf Office (ext. 29) 

The aforementioned Elaine Hall, Sandy LeGault, 
and Erika Hall keep the whole Bread Loaf operation on 
track from the back of the Inn. They also schedule 
appointments for Director Jim Maddox. This summer’s 
office assistants are John Caspen and Lillian Reeves. 
Ralph Sneeden and cohorts Shue Bellows, David Beare, 
and Jane Cadwell serve as Assistants to the Director and 
will do everything within their powers to make the 
summer scintillate. 


The Front Desk (ext. 0) 

Innkeepers Victoria and Edward Brown serve as 
Bread Loaf’s Friendly Folks-in-the-Know and can as- 
sist you with just about everything. They themselves are 





assisted by Peter Newton, John Mancuso, and Heather 
Morin-Best (who doubles as the Bookstore Manager). 
This crew will do their best to answer your questions; 
they also serve as check-changers, mail-managers, 
switchboard-switchers, and sporting-good-specialists.

Bread Loaf Taxi 


Front Desk staff members will offer safe passage to 
and from the busy burg of Middlebury every Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Friday afternoon in the Big Blue Bread 
Loaf Taxi Van. The van departs from the Inn porch at 2 
p.m. sharp and picks up passengers from in front of the 
Middlebury post office at 4 p.m. sharp. Your thankful 
smile and gracious demeanor are the only charge for this 
scenic excursion. The taxi service will begin on Friday. 


The Keys to the Kingdom 

Bread Loaf rooms now have locks on all the doors, 
even though many old-timers still prefer the “open door” 
policies of yesteryear. You can lock and unlock your 
door from the inside until the cows come home, butakey 
is needed to lock it from the outside. These keys are 
available at the Front Desk. Please note that if you have 
aroommate, both of you must appear at the Front Desk 
together. Lost keys cost $25; if you’re accidentally 
locked out of your room, you will have to wait until a 
Front Desk staff person is available to help you gain re- 
entry. 


Check-Cashing 


The Front Desk can cash personal checks for up to 
$75 during most business hours. Please make checks 
payable to “Middlebury College” and write your student 
I.D. number on the front. 


Bread Loaf Bookstore (ext. 59) 


Under the fire escape out behind Annex, you’ll find 
a green door that leads into the world of aforementioned 
Heather Morin-Best, Bread Loaf’s Bookstore Manager. 
You'll find all manner of items for sale down there, from 
textbooks and T-shirts to bug spray and shaving cream. 
The store will be open from 9 to 4 today and tomorrow. 
Thereafter, the schedule will return to the regular hours 
listed on the attached schedule. Heather kindly requests 
that you only purchase books for your own courses and 
hold off on others until everyone has had a chance to buy 
the texts needed for class. This includes courses which 
you may be auditing. 





Davison Library (ext. 39 or 40) 

Brent Goeres, Judy Watts, Chris Brady, Rebekah Condon, and 
Jeanne LeBlanc look forward to meeting your reading needs in 
Davison Library this summer. Whether you covet a cozy sofa spot 
by the fireplace to luxuriate in Wordsworth or crave a hardback 
chair at a desk to tackle structuralist theory, Davison's the place to 
be. A videotape library (with viewing booth) also exists in Davison; 
larger groups can watch tapes in the Milkhouse (next to the Barn) 
after reserving a time with the librarian. Also watch for special 
exhibits throughout the summer. The Library will be open from 8 
a.m. to midnight daily. 


Computer Center (ext. 41) 

Down under Davison library, the Bread Loaf Computer Center 
features a number of PC and Macintosh computers and printers to 
satisfy virtually all your cybernetic inclinations. Computer Center 
Director Caroline Eisner and her staff of student assistants help 
ensure that it’s all user-friendly and that the mice don’t byte. 
Laserwriter services are available fora nickel a page. Rocky Gooch, 
the Telecommunications Director of the Bread Loaf Rural Teacher 
Network, will also be on hand to help get you hooked into the 
electronic highway. Normal operating hours begin tomorrow. 
Workshops and training sessions on a number of computer-related 
topics will be announced throughout the term, so be sure to pick up 
your Crumbs for details. 


Fax Facts and Copy Costs 

The Bread Loaf Office doubles as the local copy shop for course- 
required handouts only. For all other duplicating demands, please 
use the self-service pay-per-copy machine in the library. The Bread 
Loaf Office can also send and receive faxes. Outgoing items cost 
$1.00 a page. If you anticipate receiving a fax, please check with 
Elaine to make arrangements. 


Mail Methodology 

The Front Desk also doubles as the Bread Loaf Rural Station 
Post Office. Mailboxes are assigned on a carefully calculated 1:2 
box/student ratio, so exercise similar care when sorting through 
your mail. Incoming mail should be in your box by 10-ish each 
morning; outgoing mail is collected at 4-ish. U.P.S. shipments 
should be dropped off between 9 and noon on Monday through 
Saturday. Outgoing letters and cards should be dropped into the 
mailslot (in the door to the left of the mailboxes). An assortment of 
stamps may also be purchased at the Front Desk. 


Dailies’ Delivery 

For those with newspaper subscriptions, daily editions will be 
available by noon at the Front Desk. Be sure to recycle the papers 
in the appropriate bin once you’ re sated with the state of the nations. 


Telephone Phenomenology 

The objective reality is that the Bread Loaf phone system has a 
limited number of available lines, so please cut to the chase and keep 
your calls brief so that others may get an outside line. For those who 
regularly give in to their subconscious urges to burn the wires ‘twixt 
hither and yon, more private public pay phones are placed strategi- 
cally in the Inn, at Gilmore, and in the booth beside the laundromat. 


You can call any campus extension by dialing its number on the 
beige phones in each dorm. Calls to local exchanges can be made by 
dialing 9 and then the seven-digit number. A busy signal after the 9 
means that no outgoing lines are available. Hang up and try again, 
and again, and again if need be. Calling card calls may be placed by 
dialing 9-1-800-and the number of the service. Some of the most 
commonly called carriers have their numbers posted by the phones. 
Please remember the 9! Otherwise you'll ring up the women in 
Tamarack at extension 18, and they get fairly feisty after fifty or so 
such flub-ups. Collect and third-party calls which cannot be placed 
via an 800 number can be handled by the Front Desk staff (dial 0). 

To reach the Middlebury College switchboard, dial (9) 443- 
5000 and listen for instructions. 

Please observe the posted switchboard hours when using the 
dormitory phones, and ask your incoming callers to observe them as 
well. Also, be forewarned that your call may be cut short inadvert- 
ently when the switchboard shuts down at day's end. Calls of a life- 
or-death nature will be routed through to campus at all times. 


Discourse on Dining 

To keep you suitably sated and carefully caffeinated throughout 
the summer, the Bread Loaf Dining Room in the Inn sports a 
stupendous staff of student waiters and waitresses whose sole 
mission is to provide a delightful and delectable dining experience 
for all. HeadWaiters Todd Sumner and Kathy Harding are co- 
captains of the crew this summer. Please be prompt for meals and 
move along quickly after finishing, as the waiters must clean up and 
hustle off to classes themselves after meals. Diners are also urged to 
bring their own travel mugs for take-out beverages. 

It's also wise to know some dining hall signs and symbols: 
crossed silverware at a place setting is a time-honored indicator that 
the seat is occupied. A chair leaning against the table means that the 
seat is either taken or the section is closed (i.e. no waiter will appear 
to take your order). Be forewarned that weekend breakfasts are self- 
service and thus require a higher level of wakefulness than normal 
weekday breakfasts. 

Guests may purchase meal tickets at the Front Desk for a modest 
fee, as can off-campus students. Market prices have been set at $4 
for breakfast, $6 for lunch, and $10 for dinner (all applicable taxes 
included; we’ll talk tips and gratuities later in the summer). 


Snack Bar Basics 

For those few who believe that unquiet meals make ill diges- 
tions, or for those who just aren’t on the meal plan, a snack bar stands 
tucked in the far corner of the Barn and offers fast-food fare in a 
casual atmosphere. Lauren Tearane serves as this summer's Snack 
Bar manager. Soda and snack machines are also located in the Barn 
for late-night refreshment. Please bring your own mug if you’re 
coming for coffee or tea so that we can cut back on paper consump- 
tion and do our parts to preserve the environment. 


Health and Wellness 

This year’s nursing staff in the Cornwall Infirmary consists of 
Sandy Brutkowski, Terry Kimler, and Alison Parker, who will be 
available to handle most medical situations. In case of extreme 
emergencies, call an ambulance first (388-3333) and notify the 
Front Desk for additional assistance. After hours, call extension 13 
or contact Jim Maddox at 388-7703 after calling for the ambulance. 








Rabies Alert 


Students are warned that rabies has spread into our region in 
several animal populations, including raccoons, foxes, and skunks. 
Please exercise caution around these critters, no matter how cute 
they may appear. Notify the Front Desk immediately if you spot any 
animals behaving strangely, even at Gilmore parties. 


Linen Lore and Laundry Legerdemain 

The Bread Loaf community washes and dries its laundry in the 
small white building beside the Barn parking lot. Laundry machines 
are $1.00 per load; quarters are available at the Front Desk. Please 
be patient with the machines; they sometimes prefer to cogitate 
before agitating. Nu-Way linen service subscribers may pick up 
their sheets and towels today at the Front Desk. Henceforth, linen 
exchange will occur on a weekly basis. Check the Crumb for days 
and times. 


Child Care 


Bread Loaf's child care service, formerly called Croutons, will 
this year be offered by the Mary Johnson Children's Center at the 
Ripton Elementary School on Lincoln Road. Those needing more 
information or wishing toregister children should call the Children's 
Center directly at 388-2853 to make arrangements. 


Parking Practicum 

There is a deep and dark level of Hell in Dante's Inferno reserved 
for those who flout Bread Loaf's parking regulations. Please park 
your vehicle only in the large lot near the Barn when on the main 
campus. Vermont State Law prohibits parking at all times along 
Route 125. Do not park behind the Inn or along any of the campus 
roads as you will obstruct food delivery and emergency vehicles, 
thereby jeopardizing the safety and gastronomic integrity of the 
entire community. 


When Exercising, Exercise Caution 

Walking, jogging, and biking alongside Route 125 can be quite 
dangerous, so please be extra mindful of the wild drivers and errant 
wildlife. Remember: those on foot stay on the left facing oncoming 
traffic; those on wheels stay on the right with the flow of traffic. The 
Front Desk will gladly offer safer alternatives for those who wish to 
exercise outdoors. 

Bikers should keep their cycles locked at all times (except when 
being ridden, of course). Bicycles are not allowed in dorm hallways, 
doorways, porches, or fire escapes for reasons which should be 
obvious to mature adults. 


Fitness Formalities 

Each summer, community members of all ages and abilities 
enjoy a number of intramural sports options on campus, including 
Sunday afternoon softball, afternoon soccer, evening volleyball, the 
“Wimbleloaf™ tennis tournament, andeven midnight ultimate frisbee 
games. If you yourself feel the calling to become a Recreational 
Instigator, talk to Ralph Sneeden or drop anote to the Crumb to print 
a plea for potential players. The Front Desk has some sports 
equipment available for public use (volleyballs, a croquet set, and 
the odd - very odd - tennis racquet); they also have trail maps and 
guidebooks for hikers and backpackers. 


The downtown Middlebury Campus offers an impressive new 
natatorium (it's so impressive that they don't call it a pool any тоге; 
librarian Chris Brady even refers to it as the "Water Palace") and an 
extensive fitness center with both aerobic (Stairmasters, rowers, 
treadmills, and bicycles) and weight-training (freeweights and 
Nautilus) equipment. Schedules and phone numbers are on the back 
page. Remember that you must bring your I.D. with you for 
admission to the downtown facilities. 


No Smoke, No Fire 


Vermont’s strict anti-smoking regulations prohibit cigarette 
smoking іп all public buildings, both here on campus and in 
Vermont proper. Campus smoke detectors are sensitive and might 
be set off by cigarette smoke; if this fate befalls you while lighting 
up illegally, air out your room and fan the smoke away from the 
alarm. If the alarm beeps, buzzes, chirrups, or twitters intermit- 
tently, it’s simply telling you in Alarmese that it needs a new battery. 
The Front Desk will gladly assist in correcting the problem. If you 
must smoke despite Vermont’s implicit insistence to the contrary, 
please put out your butts in the ash cans provided for that purpose. 
The Front Desk staff also requests that smokers refrain from 
indulging in the front of the Inn as the smoke blows back into the 
office and lobby area. 

Hot plates and coffee makers are contraband items at Bread Loaf 
due to their potential as fire hazards. Should they be found in your 
room, they will be commandeered and priced to sell fast at one of the 
area's many flea markets. 


Paradise Recycled 

Bread Loaf's beautiful landscape is perhaps its greatest treasure, 
and so we encourage one and all to do their part to maintain the 
splendor of our environment. This includes turning off lights after 
leaving a classroom, using travel mugs when possible, and follow- 
ing the recycling instructions posted around campus. Recycling in 
Vermont is mandatory, so please sort your trash accordingly and 
utilize the proper recycling bins. Dead batteries should be brought 
to the box near the Front Desk for proper disposal. 


Your Constant Companion, the Crumb 

You'll learn a lot of interesting things during your summer at 
Bread Loaf. For example, did you know that the word "companion" 
derives from a Latin phrase meaning "one who eats bread with 
another?" How fitting, then, that the Crumb, the humble publication 
you're regarding with such intense scrutiny and bemusement right 
this very instant, should appear at your lunch table each and every 
weekday. Copies are also available at the Front Desk and at the 
Library for those not on the meal plan. The CyberCrumb, a “рарег- 
impaired” reproduction of the Crumb, is posted each day in 
BreadNet's CyberBarn area and thereby reaches out to Bread Loaf’s 
sister sites in New Mexico and Oxford.

grilled zucchini, and walnut brownie pie for dessert,

Nature Notes: Gingrich Visits Gilmore?

No, not that newt. Take a walk along the road to Gilmore, 
or even along Route 125, and you may spot a bright orange 
salamander, two or three inches long, which has crept up from 
the cool forest floor onto the sun-warmed dirt or pavement. 
Peer into Johnson Pond or Lake Pleiad, let your eyes adjust to 
seeing below the surface of the water, and you might notice 
salamanders with grayish-brown backs and yellow bellies. 
Although they differ in color, the aquatic and land forms аге the 
same species of amphibian. Ask Jeannie LeBlanc why the two 
forms have such different color patterns. The orange land form 
is called the “red eft.” “Eft” comes from the Middle English 
word for newt, “euete.” These cold-blooded denizens of lakes 
and woods are carnivorous, but they won’t bite. Gently remove 
the red efts from the path of oncoming traffic, and remember to 
brake for newts.

Dear Old Piney, 

Who built the Adirondack chairs so copiously distributed around 
campus?

Dear Beatniks, 

I know a great deal about Adirondack chairs, as it tums out, since 
several of my closest relatives grew up to become Adirondacks 
themselves. Most of the Adirondack chairs you see on campus (those 
painted green, in fact) have been built by Bread Loafer children in the 
workshops at Croutons, the day care program. Those painted yellow 
are indeed original Adirondacks, built either by Joseph Battell in the 
Bam or, it might surprise you to know, by Robert Frost in his cabin. 
But more on that later. 

At the beginning of each summer, the chairs are set out in a pattern 
which suggests a calendar of sorts. Scientists have discovered that the 
chairs indicate, with surprising accuracy, where the sun will rise up 
over the mountains on three significant days: the day the black flies 
hatch in Vermont, the day Congo Bars are served for dessert in the 
dining hall, and the day the Shakespeare Concordance gets its greatest 
use in the library. 

As for your final question, it should be noted that “Adirondack” is 
actually something of a historical misnomer for these strange chairs. 
The first such seat, constructed by Robert Frost in the late 1950’s, was 
used by the poet himself on the Bread Loaf softball field to rest a spell 
before coming to the plate. Frost referred to his beloved yellow- 
painted creation as his “Batter on Deck” chair.

Nature Notes: Quaker Notes 
By Jeanne LeBlanc 

A mere whisper of a hint of a breeze, too gentle to stir most 
foliage, will start the leaves of the quaking aspens fluttering like 
mad. The leaf stalks, or petioles, of these leaves are thin, flat, 
and long — that’s what puts the quake in quaking aspen (ask me 
about the mythological explanation). Look for bigtooth aspen 
as well; both species have smooth greenish-white bark. Leaf 
shape is fun to study close-up, so join me for my next nature 
walk (check the bulletin board in the Inn lobby for departure 
times). Aspen is an important food source for deer, moose, 
beaver, rabbit, and ruffed grouse, making it an important 
element in the Green Mountain ecosystem. The quaking aspen 
is also one of the most widely-distributed trees on this conti- 
nent. Next time in Nature Notes: Woodland wildflowers.

Where does the Gilmore Reading tradition come from?

Dear Fellow Firewatcher, 

The Thursday night fireside readings at Gilmore date back 
more than half a century to the early days of the Bread Loaf 
School of English. At that time, students who were deemed to 
be socially less acceptable and of a somewhat diminished 
academic capacity were housed in the distant dormitory, where 
it was hoped they would stay and/or lose their way en route to 
the main campus. In 1947, the Reverend Willis Fitzsimmons 
took pity on the Gilmore group after witnessing their markéd 
disadvantage in a discussion on Charles Lamb and Francis 
Bacon (apparently, the Gilmorians thought the conversation 
centered on food). Fitzsimmons visited Gilmore cottage later 
that night and helped the residents with their studies by reading 
aloud to them around a camp fire. He would lure the men ‘round 
the fire with bottles of ale and the promise of a ribald tale, then 
segue into a more serious reading derived from the day’s 
assignments. Within the course of ten years, the Gilmore 
graduation rate rose from 2.7 to 3.2 percent, a strong testimony 
to Fitzsimmon’s success. 

Though the residents of Gilmore could hardly be consid- 
ered feeble-minded today, the tradition of fireside readings 
continues unabated, and has provided many a Bread Loafer 
with one of his or her longest lasting memories from a summer 
spent on the Mountain.

Nature Notes: Alder Dash

Found only in northern climes, the speckled alder grows 
near water. You’ll see many of these small trees near Johnson 
Pond and its feeder brook. Small dried cones on some of the 
branches are actually the female flower of the alder, which 
bloomed in early spring. Note the ladder-like arrangement of 
veins and veinlets on the bottom surface of the leaf, and the 
doubly-toothed leaf edges. These trees, which form a shady 
canopy over small brooks, are an important element of wetland 
communities. Alder thickets provide nesting areas for birds. 
Birds also eat the seeds, and deer and moose nibble the leaves 
and twigs. ГІ] gladly lead а tree walk around Johnson Pond for 
anyone interested in seeing alders (as well as a tamarack, 
mountain maple, and many other species.)

Nature Notes: Fire in the Belly 
by Jeannie LeBlanc 

Well, abdomen really, and it isn’t fire, because no 
heat is produced. I’m talking about fireflies, those flash- 
ing beetles visible at night (and rarely seen at all during 
the day). The pattern of flashing is the lightning bug’s 
species-specific way of recognizing a potential mate, 
although some predatory female fireflies will mimic the 
flash rhythm of another species of male in order to lure 
it in for a meal (and I don’t mean a candlelit dinner for 
two). The enzyme luciferase catalyzes the chemical 
reaction that results in the chartreuse glow; the gene for 
this enzyme is being used in medical research to track 
certain bacterial diseases such as tuberculosis. Some 
field biologists report seeing frogs that have eaten so 
many fireflies, the frogs’ mouths are aglow. So take a 
walk one of these warm summer nights and enjoy the 
light show.

Nature Notes: A Bite for Lunch 
(or, a “Welt” of Information About Bugs) 
by Jeannie LeBlanc 

Only female deer flies and mosquitoes suck blood. The 
males feed on nectar from flowers. Females need the protein in 
mammalian blood as a nutritional supplement for producing all 
those eggs. Both deer fly and mosquito larvae are aquatic. Like 
deer flies, mosquitoes are also classified as flies. “But what 
good are these biting pests?” we often wonder when an espe- 
cially persistent stinger reminds us that we may not be at the top 
of all food chains. As part of the food web (a concept we 
hierarchy-loving humans are slow to consider), insects such as 
mosquitoes and deer flies play an important role in wetland 
ecosystems.

Nature Notes: The Butterfly Rules

After two weeks of feeding on milkweed leaves, amonarch 
caterpillar weighs 3,000 times more than when it hatched. The 
larva then pupates for five days, emerging from its silk cocoon 
as an adult with glorious black and orange wings. Each female 
lays about 400 eggs on a milkweed leaf. In one summer, several 
generations of monarchs live their short lives. As autumn 


approaches, however, the butterflies (which feed on nectar) · 


stop reproducing and store up body fat for a 3,000 mile 
migration to Mexico’s Sierra Madres. In spring, these adults 
begin to journey north, mating and dying along the way. The 
offspring themselves complete the trip; no adult butterfly 
actually makes it all the way home from Mexico. 

Take a walk through the meadow across from the Inn to 
observe monarchs and milkweed; more about both tomorrow.

Nature Notes: Got Milkweed?

Milkweed is now bursting into bloom in the meadow across 
from the Inn. Look closely at the unusual flowers that make up 
the pompom-like mauve inflorescence; each consists of a 
crown of five small hoods surrounded by downturned petals. 
The juice of the milkweed is poisonous. The larvae of the 
monarch butterflies feed exclusively on milkweed, storing the 
poison in their bodies. When the caterpillars metamorphose 
into adults, the poison remains. The caterpillars’ bright stripes 
and the adults’ orange wings warn potential predators off, 
although a young bird just learning the ways of the world might 
sample a monarch butterfly, only to learn from experience that 
this is not wise. Milkweed leaves often support huge popula- 
tions of aphids and aphid-farming ants, ladybugs, milkweed 
beetles, and other members of this specialized and fascinating 
mini-ecosystem.

Nature Notes: Waxwing Poe-tic

As you relax in the shade of one of the many trees on 
campus, you might hear a soft quavering, monotone 
whistle — the call of the cedar waxwing. This pale 
yellowish-brown bird appears as smooth as silk; its 
scientific name, Bombycilla, means “silky tailed.” The 
name “waxwing” refers to the small spot of red on each 
wing, which looks like a drop of sealing wax. This bird 
has other unique markings as well: a stripe of yellow at 
the tip of the tail, a crest of head feathers, and a black 
“eye mask.” If you’re patient, you might get a close 
glimpse of these birds feeding in the crabapple trees 
outside Birch, looking for insects and fruit along the 
shores of Johnson Pond, or flying to and from their nests 
in the tall firs. The cedar wax wing ranges as far north as 
central Canada in the summer, and migrates as far south 
as Panama in the winter. 





Ask Old Piney 


Dear Old Piney: 

Here at Bread Loaf, it’s no surprise to find some of the 
antique furnishings in need of repair. We've all mistaken the 
prick of wicker for a deerfly bite, wobbled ad nauseam over 
dinner tables in the dining hall, and won the undeserved 
admiration of our next-door neighbors with the constantly 
creaking bed frames and box springs. Even so, one particular 
instance of disrepair stands out above the rest. Dear sweet 
piney, please tell me: How did there come to be a hole in the 
portrait of Joseph Battell which hangs in the Blue Parlor?

Dear Squeaky: 

The suspicious hole in Joe Battell’s left lapel does indeed 
have an interesting history, and I’ve tracked down two tales of 
how it came to be there. 

The first, and to my mind least intriguing, holds that during 
a cocktail hour in the Parlor one afternoon, shortly after the 
commissioned portrait had been hung, Miss Lilly Fritz, an 
ardent admirer of the unrequiting Bread Loaf land baron, flew 
into a fit of jealous gin-induced rage and rushed toward the 
painting, intent on symbolically ripping out ol’ Joe’s heart. 
Luckily, as they were only serving small appetizers in the 
Parlor, Miss Fritz was equipped with nothing more dangerous 
than a one-inch stainless steel meatball skewer, and thus did 
only modest damage to the painting before being dragged back 
across Route 125 to the cottage which still bears her family's 
name. 

The second legend has been verified by several notable 
Bread Loaf historians, including the late Dr. Theodore L.E. 
Winks, known to his friends as “Little Tid.” In his memoir Life 
on the Mountain, or, Paradise Frost (Winks was notorious for 
his pernicious punning), Dr. Winks writes of Battell’s faithful 
gardener Della Taunt, and how she would bring a bouquet of 
bright and sweet-smelling meadow flowers into her employer's 
darkened study (now the Blue Parlor) each morning as he 
scowled and cursed over the daily news. Battell would set his 
paper aside for a moment to inspect the irises and day lilies 
before selecting one to place in his lapel for the remainder of the 
morning. Winks only speculates as to what memories the 
fragrant boutonniere stirred in Battell, but he does note that in 
the week after the great man’s death, someone worked a hole 
into his portrait (using a rough gardening tool, perhaps) and 
inserted a fresh flower in the lapel before dawn each day. 

“Tt would be a dreary day indeed without your fine flowers,” 
Battell once told Della. Even after her own mysterious death 
some ten days following Battell’s (several reports placed her 
astride the rock in the field across from the Inn, a red checkered 
picnic blanket spread around her as she feasted on milkweed 
blossoms), fresh flowers continued to appear in Battell’s lapel. 
On days when they didn’t, the weather often took a turn for the 
worse. Guests throughout the decades continue to follow this 
bit of Bread Loaf wisdom: “To snap a cold and dreary spell , 
stick a flower in Joe’s lapel.”

Yellow-bellied sapsucker — yes, it’s a silly name, and the 
bird doesn’t even have a yellow belly (though a closely-related 
species does). The second half of it’s name, however, is 
apropos: this bird pecks a neat row of holes into a tree, then 
returns later to drink the sap and eat the insets that have become 
caught in the sticky ooze. The sapsucker also eats fruit. The tall 
trees around Treman Cottage that catch the early morning sun 
often teem with these active, vocal woodpeckers. The females 
and fledglings are brown-speckled; the males black and white 
with a red head and throat. Look also for the vertical white stripe 
on each wing, although this can often appear mottled. Take a 
close look at the trunks and lower branches of the crabapple 
trees in front of Birch and the Inn, then see if you can find other 
favorite dining places of the yellow-bellied sapsucker.

Nature Notes: Frond Wishes

On the Blue Parlor side of the Inn, perhaps you've noticed the lush 
stands of ferns along the sides of the ramp leading from the porch. At least 
two species of ferns are growing here. The one that looks like its middle 
leaflets have withered away is called interrupted fem; the modified leaflets 
are actually the spore-bearing part of the plant. The taller ferns are, I think 
(ferns are sometimes difficult to identify), ostrich ferns — so named 
because the fronds resemble ostrich plumes. Look for the spore-bearing 
stalks growing separate from the leaves and not as tall. A walk around 
campus and along Rt. 125 can broaden your fern horizons. Look for 
sensitive fern, bracken, and royal fern (which grows inthe swampy areas )— 
to name just a few of the hundred or so species that grow in the Northeast. 
I have a field guide and would love to help you search for these often 
overlooked non- flowering, non-seed producing plants.

10 Though he was loathe to wax nostalgic or revert to simplistic sentimentality, Coyle’s original Crumb drafts and manu- « 
scripts demonstrate a tendency toward emotional excess, particularly at significant occasions such as the opening or closing 
of a session. Witness this overwrought excerpt, taken from his handwritten notes as collected in Swept Away: The Unpub- 
lished Crumbs: 

The heart sings a slow and solemn song of farewell which shall echo forevermore from the distant slopes of 
Bread Loaf and Battell Mountains. How the feet drag as we leave the dining hall following our final 
breakfast; how the tears well up as we gaze over the stone wall and out into that open meadow one last 
time. At moments such as these, my soul becomes that meadow — full of the windblown grasses of 
memory as they shift and sway under the ripening sun. That rock out yonder shall represent the tight clench 
in my chest during these final hours on the Mountain, the hard ache of letting go. That hidden stream 
beyond the evergreens speaks of all my summers here; it knows my secrets and shall continue to offer its 
insights with that same clear fervor even in my deepest dreams. Like all of us, it flows away from here, into 
the too-quickly-coming future. But it carries with it the sparkling news of discovery, and shall bring what it 
has learned to the rest of the world. So I bid my own colleagues and peers here safe journeys onward. If I 
could gather you all together in the eastern fields for one last group hug, I would, but for now, these words 
shall have to suffice: Live well, loafers, well-loved by those who loafed with you. Oh, and one final note: 
last one to leave, please turn off the lights.
